President Roosevelt put the issue 
squarely up to the lawmakers y es­ 
terday by vetoing a bill which start­ 
ed out as legislation to continue the 
Commodity Credit Corp. fo.- anoth­ 
er two y ears, then grew into a pro­ 
posal outlawing the administration's 
program to pay processors so prices 
to the consumer could be cut. 
Though both branches had passed 
this bill by huge 
majorities, 
the 
house refused to override the veto. 
The senate put off action until to­ 
day with 
sentiment 
growing 
for 
some curb on subsidies, rather than 
outright prohibition. 
Senator Taft <R-Ohio 
said 
he 
would propose limiting CCC’s sub­ 
sidy pay ments to $250.000,000 for the 
next six m onths—an amount he de­ 
clared was satisfactory to the ad­ 
ministration for financing the price 
rollback on meats, butter and cof­ 
fee.

Roosevelt charged in his veto mes­ 
sage that the action “blacks out the 
program to reduce the cost of liv­ 
ing.”

M r Roosevelt said he would not 
be responsible for holding the line 
against inflation if his veto were 
overriden. He has insisted that un­ 
less prices come down, demands for 
higher wages will multiply and the 
nation’s economy will be caught in’ 
a vicious cycle.

“This bill completely outlaws the 
recent reductions in the price of 
meat and butter . . . Congress will 
compel every housewife to pay five 
cents a pound more for every piece 
of butter th at goes on her table and 
to pay higher prices for every pork 
chop, every ounce of beef,

MIN E UN ION ASKS 
ALL MIN ERS BACK 


'Nothing To Bo Gained By 
Strike" J ournal Edi­ 
torial Points Out 


WASHINGTON, 
July 3. — The 
leadership 
of 
the 
United Mine 
Workers admonished all members 
today to return to work because 
“there is nothing to be gained” by 
continued striking and “the war 
cannot be won without an adequate 
supply of coal.” 
Thousands still are off the job 
in the coal fields. 
“By returning to work,” said the 
lead editorial in the United Mine 
Workers journal, “the mine work­ 
ers are not forfeiting collective bar­ 
gaining or their right to negotiate 
a wage agreement with the coal 
operators 
embodying 
portal-to- 
portal pay and other benefits.’’ 
“Certainly , under 
these 
condi­ 
tions, coal miners have nothing 
to lose by their resumption of work 
until such time as a satisfactory 
agreement can be reached or the 
policy committee 
is 
called 
into 
meeting again to canvass the situa­ 
tion and to determine a further 
course of action. 
“We are at war. We must win 
the war. The war cannot be won 
without an adequate supply of coal. 
“American 
coal 
miners 
don’t 
want to strike. They don’t want 
to impede the war effort.” 
The UMW editorial said that Re­ 
public Steel Co. and U. S. Steel, 
operating in Alabama, had declined 
to store coal “for the reason that 
they did not want to pay overtime 
rates for six-day employ ment and 
spend the money necessary to pick 
up the storaged coal in the case 
of a shortage.” 
Reports from the fields Indicated 
approximately 97 ,000 of the nation's 
521,000 miners still were on strike, 
including 7 7 ,800—more than half 
of them 
hard coal 
miners — in 
Pennsy lvania, 16,000 in Alabama, 
2,500 in Virginia and 7 00 in Ten­ 
nessee. Absenteeism also was run­ 
ning from 10 to 20 per cent In many 
mines. 
The amount of coal lost in the 
two weeks during which all or part 
of the miners have been idle was 
estimated at more than 10,000,000 
tons. 
Numerous UMW locals are meet­

It took a long time for the spark of independence 
In the American coloaist« to spread into a blaze. Many 
times It sputtered and threatened to go out. 
The path to freedom and the 
obligations of sov­ 
ereignty were not alway s clear. There had to be trial 
and error; the half-convinced and the faint-hearted 
had to be licked with one hand while the British were 
being licked with the other. Some Americans loathed 
freedom. 
They decided it would be easier, on the whole, J ust 
to let someone else ex ercise thj sovereignty while they 
raised food and made money , living out their span of 
life as wards of paternalism. 
They didn't go along 
With thç new republic willingly ; they had to be forced 
They were alway s ready to Insist It was time to stop 
where they ere. to cease struggling, to enjoy hat they 
had and not worry about the things someone else said 
they should have. 
They wanted to believe a time would come at last 
When America could take independence for granted. 
Instead of fighting to preserve it. They wanted to be­ 
lieve there would b e a day when freedom would be 
safe from attack by enemies and professed friends. 
They wanted to quit fighting and be eternally pleas­ 
ant, resting on the laurels of the freedom to which 
they had contributed nothing. 
They are still with us today , in the newest battle 
of the endless war for human dignity , still forgetting 
that Independence must be revitalized endlessly to 
survive, still wanting to think the whole thing was 
done permanently by a ragged army under Oeorgo 
Washington that had to withstand almost as much 
punishment from its enemies at home as was Inflicted 
by the military professionals sent from abroad to dis­ 
courage independence.

for the condition, they refer to this

vaudeville 
as 
Tabloid 
Troupes, or the Blue Circuit—dis­ 
tinguishing it from the 
Red 
and 
White circuits, which take in the 
big-scale shows, the celebrities and 
the overseas units. 
They hire the 
talent, make arrangements for sal­ 
aries and turn the troupes over to 
' the Army and Navy. From there on, 
it’s as secret as 
the 
sailing of a 
convoy. 
Troupes Travel 
Tonight, a tab troupe may m a­ 
terialize at the site of a 
hidden 
anti-aircraft emplacement. 
W ith­ 
out a stage, props or scenery, a two- 
hour show will be put on. Tomorrow 
night, the troupe may be a hundred 
miles away, doing the same show at 
a Navy or Coast Guard beach sta­ 
tion whose existence is known only 
to a handful of people. 
Three months later, the troupe 
may be across the continent. 
In 
the meantime, only an emergency 
could pry the itinerary out of the 
War Department. The New York 
office knows where the unit starts 
and where it finishes, and th at’s 
all. 
USO-Camp Shows, Inc., 
set up 
Tabloid Troupes to furnish enter­ 
tainm ent for men who have com­ 
pleted their basic training and have

In picking the 1919 White Sox, Hornsby commented:
